yet,  after  all,  rather  than  proceed  to  the 
dreadful  extremity  they  now  experience, 
they  held  out  to  them  an  offer  of  appro¬ 
priating  the  whole  revenue  to  be  de¬ 
manded  from  them  to  the  ufe  of  the  pro¬ 
vince  where  it  was  collcCUd,  the  quan¬ 
tum  to  be  fixed  by  the  Britilh  legillatiire, 
the  provincial  atfcmhiies  to  judge  of  the 
III. ill  proper  'inode  of  colie«fting,  and 
upon  what  articles  to  alfcfs  ?  Could'they 
have  ilone  moic,  imiefs  they  lud  decla¬ 
red  them  free  and  independent  ftates  ? 
Surely  not. 

The  dovMor  then  proceeds  to  put  a 
query,  Wouhl  any  man,  who  could  pre¬ 
vent  it,  gi^e  up  his  eftate,  perlon  and 
family  to  the  difpofal  of  his  neighbour, 
although  he  had  liberty  to  chufc  the  wi- 
feft  and  beft  malUr?  Surely  not.  To 
which  he  ailds,  “  This  is  the  true  and 
proper  hinge  of  the  controvti  fy  between 
Great  Britain  and  Anieiiea."  'I'liis  que¬ 
ry  may  be  fully  aulwered  by  another : 
\\huild  any  man,  who  hid  pri'CUred  a 
large  elUfc,  and  expended  an  enormous 
futn  ot  money  in  Hocking,  improving 
and  fencing  it,  give  up  all  claims  to  that 
occupier  wtic  IhouM  refufe  to  pay  a  mo- 
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derate  rent  ?  Surely  not.  Wc  may  now 
join  ilVue  with  the  doctor,  by  affirming 
that  this  is  the  true  and  proper  hinge  of 
the  coiitroverfy  between  Great  Britain 
and  America. 

Let  us  now  review  his  next  argument, 
which  he  conliders  as  a  collateral  evi¬ 
dence  to  the  former.  “  It  is,  however, 
to  be  added,  that  fuch  is  their  diftance 
from  US,  that  a  wife  and  prudent  aftnii- 
niftratiun  of  our  aft'airs  is  as  impoffiblc 
as  the  claim  is  unjuft  ;  fuch  is,  and  mull 
be  their  ignorance  of  the  ftate  of  things 
here  ;  fo  much  time  mull  el  ipfe  before 
ail  error  can  be  feeii  and  remedied  ;  and 
fo  much  ini  lift  ice  and  partiality  muft  be 
cxpctJted  from  the  arts  and  milVepicfen- 
taiions  of  interefted  perfons,  that,  for 
th  fc  colonies  to  depend  wholly  upon 
the  legifl.iture  of  Great  Britain,  would, 
like  many  oppreflive  connedioiis,  be  in¬ 
jury  to  the  inafter,  and  ruin  to  the  flave." 
This  argument  is  more  fpeciousthan  fo- 
lid.  A  ftrangcr  to  the  cla?nis  of  the  pa- 
•  rent  ftate,  from  the  above  reprefentation, 
would  be  apt  to  imagine  that  the  legifta- 
tnre  of  Great  Britain  governs  her  colo¬ 
nics  as  the  grand  fultan  of  Turkey  docs  his 
provinces  by  his  baftiaws  ;  but  the  truth 
is,  that  each  province  is  fecured  in  that 
conftituiional  privilege  of  chuling  repre- 
lentatives,  who,  vi'ith  their  governor, 
have  full  powers  veiled  in  them  of  enact¬ 
ing  every  internal  regulation  ncccffary 
for  the  welfare  of  their  conilituents,  fo 
far  as  thefe  arc  not  inconfiftcnt  with  the 
crtabliflied  and  known  laws  of  the  em¬ 
pire,  and  general  good  of  the  whole. 
No  doubt  the  fovereign  muft  necelTarily 
interpofe  by  himfelf  or  reprefeiitative,  by 
refuling  allent  to  thofe  adts  which  would 
be  contrary  to  the  laws  and  general  good 
ot  the  empire,  or  derogatory  of  his  pre¬ 
rogatives,  fecured  to  the  crown  by  law  ; 
and  there  is  as  little  doubt  but  the  great 
legifiative  body,  in  the  cxercifc  of  their 
controuling  power,  have  frequent  occa- 
lion  to  pals  general  or  particular  lawt 
relative  to  America  in  common  with 
other  parts  of  the  empire  :  but  can  it 
be  inferred  from  this,  that  the  Britilh 
government  proceed  without  proper  in¬ 
formation  and  due  deliberation  ?  Surely 
not.  Or  even  if  they  iliould  err  through 
ignorance,  or  the  arts  and  milfeprefen 
tatioiis  of  interefted  perfons,  have  they 
not,  on  many  occaftons,  repealed  fuch 
adts  as  are  noxious,  or  after  trial  arc 
found  not  to  anfwcr  the  end  propofed  ?, 
The  doctor  next  fumilhcs  us  with  new 
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proof  for  his  lift  argument,  drawn  from 
uh.it  /v*  calls  “  manifcft  abfurdity  and 
impropriety  in  conducting  their  own  de- 
liiTiis  in  the  profeciition  of  the  war.'' — 
III  this  part  of  his  rcafoning,  I  am  pcr- 
fiK.ded,  he  will  be  ready  to  acknowledge 
an  error  long  before  this  time.  'Ere 
now  he  will  fee  that  we  arc  can'ying^on 
(uir  deligns  with  more  circuna4'pcCtion 
and  fiiccefs  than  he  either  wiflied  or  ex- 
pct^ted. 

'[  he  Addrefs  flioiild  now  be  confider- 
fd  ;  but,  as  I  have  been  long  enough  al- 
n  n  iy,  the  doCtor  and  his  arguments 
lhail  llcep  till  another  w^eck.

S  I  R, 

IN  rending  Dr  Smith’s  account  of  Mr 
Hume’s  death,  I  could  not  help  feel¬ 
ing  pain,  both  for  the  dead  and  for  his 
fiirviving  friend,  as  being  one  in  fenti- 
ment,  unhappily  blind  to  the  “  life  and 
‘  immortality  brought  to  light  by  the 
*  gofpel.” — Doiibtlefs  th.edo<ior  intends 
a  panegyric  upon  his  friend  ;  but  io 
truth  the  publication  of  his  froHcfome 
hriuviour  in  dying,  is  a  fatirc  which 

iruit  expofe  Mr  H - ’s  memory  to  the 

pity,  if  not  to  the  contempt,  of  the  tru¬ 
ly  wife  and  virtuous  part  of  mankind. 
*t  is  an  affeding  pidure  the  dodor  ex¬ 
hibits  to  view.  A  man  of  diftinguiOied 
intcllcdual  powers  ading  the  fool  at  his 
end — dying  indecently  humorous — feem- 
ingly  eafy — “  without  Chrift — without 
God— .without  hope”— dying  in  a  man¬ 
ner  that  betrayed  a  blindneff  exceeding 
the  daikcft  ignorance  of  an  Indian  fa^ 

From  the  dodoi’s  narrative  of  Mr 
hi - ’s  dying  behaviour,  aChriftian  can¬ 

not  eafily  allow  that  the  concluding  eu¬ 
logy  of  his  charadtr  fairly  follows.  Can 
you  admit  it  to  be  jiift,  to  be  probable, 
to  be  credible,  “  that  fuch  a  man  ap¬ 
proached  nearly  to  the  idea  of  a  perfed- 
ly  wife  and  virtuous  man  ?”  What  is 
this  gentleman’s  notion  of  wifdom  and 
virtue  ?  If  the  perfedion  of  impiety,  if 
downright  atheifm  be  perfed  wifdom 
and  virtue,  then  it  muft  be  granted  that 
bi*  hero  was  peifcdly  wife  and  virtuous. 


Whether  God  \vas  at  all  In  Mr  H 
thoughts ;  or  what  light  God  might  be 
pleafed  to  tranfmit  into  his  mind  in  hia 
lall  fpccchlefs  moments,  we  know*  not ; 
but,  from  the  dodor’s  account,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  God  was  not  in  any  of  his 
words  :  And  was  it  below  the  dignity  of 
a  philofophcr  to  confefs  reding  on  any 
other  prop  than  his  own  fclf-fufficicnt 
virtue  r—Infolent  vanity  ! 

The  dod<ir  gives  us  a  (ketch  of  Mr 
H— ’s  fuhlime  morals — morals  which 
fitted  him  to  be  an  agreeable  companion 
to  thofe  of  his  own  damp.  Befides  his 
many  other  amiable  qualities',  he  (liorie 
in  humorous  pleafantry,  “  without  the 
(lighted  tindure  of  malignity.”  It  were 
drange,  indeed,  if  he  (hould  offend  his 
few  beloved  friends,  and  fpoil  their  good 
fellowlhip  with  any  irritaHng  (lings  of 
malignity.  This  kind  of  venom,  which 
he  pofi'clTcd  in  good  (lore,  he  referved 
for  the  Chridian  religion,  and  its  mini- 
fters :  And  how  could  a  lincere  friend  of 
virtue  be  fo  implacably  feverc  upon 
Chridianity  ?  Docs  it  not  carry  virtue  to 
its  fummit  of  perfedion  ?  Arc  not  many 
of  our  clergy  as  virtiiou«  ?  Are  they  not, 
according  to  their  ability,  at  lead  as  li¬ 
beral  in  charity  as  any  the  mod  generous 
of  our  infidels  ?  And  though  multitudes 
proftfling  Chridianity  are  dilfolute  and 
worthlefs,  bccaiifc  they  coiilider  not  its 
nature  and  importance,  are  there  not 
many  Chridians  of  every  rank  who  excel 
in  virtue,  and  arc  virtuous  fn.m  a  nobler 
principle  than  infidels  can  be  —  from 
love,  influenced  by  the  amiable  perfec¬ 
tions  of  the  Deity,  and  thefe  fliining  in 
the  height  of  their  glory  in  jefus  Chrid  ? 
Some,  indeed,  arc  generous  from  confti- 
tutiorial  humanity;  and  as  we  Chridians 
know,  upon  the  mod  fatisfadory  evi¬ 
dence,  that  the  gofpel  only  is  powerful 
to  form  the  heart  of  man  to  true  divine 
virtue,  we  may  be  allowed,  confidently 
with  charity,  to  fuppofe,  yea,  pofitiv^ly 
to  alfcrt,  that  the  virtues  of  our  infidel 
fophids  are  very  lame  and  contraded ; 
that  the  few  of  them  which  they  feem  to 
refped  are  tinged  with  the  enormous 
pride  and  vanity  which  fpeak  loftily  in 
all  their  ingenious  labours,  cfpccially  in 
their  painful  lucubrations  pointed  at  the 
overthrow  of  revelation  ;  for  eftet^rtng 
which  laudable  purpofe,  they,  with  great 
parade^  bring  up  the  auxiliary  engine  of 
zeal  for  virtue,  with  a  fupcrficial  (hew  ctf 
it  in  life.  Let  their  virtues  he  examined 
with  fevere  (grulinyt  and  (hall  they  Dot 
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“  be  found  want  in  jj  ;**  blazing  high  in 
words,  but  glimnwring  faintly  in  life  ? 
Arc  they  no’  fo  far  from  pet  fcClion,  that 
they  are  niifcrably  <leftitutc  of  that  lin* 
j  lencls  which  is  tirential  to  genuine  vir¬ 
tue  ?  In  vain  do  infnlel  philofophtrs  pre¬ 
tend  that  they  are  the  only  (Indents  of 
liiintan  nature  ;  thit,  from  their  feienti- 
ftc  theories,  the  \vi>ild  is  to  learn  virtue. 
Indeed,  none  fectu  to  niillake  it  more 
than  they  do  :  from  what  prin(  iple,  and 
for  wliat  icafon,  wc  are  not  ignorant. 
One  reafon  is,  tha’,  being  felf-contident, 
they  difdain  conlulting  the  Bible,  in 
winch  the  tiueO  account  of  virtue  lies 
nl)vious  before  all,  and  which,  1  m.iy  fay, 
js  the  only  true  hiftory  (»f  human  uatuic 
in  tlie  world. 

C\n  any  thing  be  more  frivolous,  more 
chilvlilh,  more  indecently  wanton  and 
prelumpliions  in  a  dying  man,  pcrcei- 
vo*  tiimfelf  on  the  verge  of  time,  than

confult  common  fenfe,  and  fpeak  out 
what  it  dictates.  Why  ibould  you  be 
emulous  of  fliarlng  in  the  reputation  of 
.a  philufophy  which  commits  an  outrage 
at  once  again  (I  the  facred  oracles,  and 
tlie  common  feelings  of  humanity. 

Vv'e  aic  told  that  Mr  H - was  quite 

refigned.  Rrligned  !  to  \vhat  ?  Not  to 
the  will  of  (jod.  Of  his  n.ime  and  will 
\ye  he.ir  not  a  word  “  in  the  courfc  of 
his  chcaifii!  converfation.*^  He  was  re¬ 
figned,  it  may  be  laid,  to  the  conlfitu- 
tniion  of  things — to  the  order  of  natur**. 
An  order  of  nature,  excinlive  of  the  Au¬ 
thor  of  nature,  are  words  without  mean¬ 
ing.  With  fuch  worldly  obfenre  wif- 
tlom,  vain  men,  who  affect  to  be  w’ifer 
than  feriptnre,  preliime  to  put  a  blind 
upon  the  world ;  “  who,  profcITing 
tliemfelvcs  to  he  wife,  are  become  fools; 
vain  in  their  imaginations,  and  their 
foolifh  hearts  hardened.”

A  fine  night  this  of  dilintercficd 
benevolence!  It  founds  pompoully  in 
fpecnlation  ;  but  did  it  ever  exift  in  any 
man’s  mind  :  Never ;  nor  in  Dr  S — th’s, 
nor  in  mine,  nor  in  the  almoft  pcrfcdl

In  piefented,  he  A  ill  needeil  the  balfam

Upon  the  bippofition  Mr  H -  had 

no  wealth  to  leave,  to  what  refonrec 
iball  he  novc  turn  for  comfort  \  What 
remains  to  bear  up  hfs  heart  “  All  re¬ 
fuse  fails.”  The  poor  man  muff  be 
quite  incopfolable  !  —  O  how  much  ea- 
ficr  and  happier  is  royal  Dat  id  in  his 
exit  !  What  other  fort  of  dignity  does’ 
be  e^jhibit  in  dying?  who,  notwithftand- 
iug  the  nnfavouuble  afpedt  of  his  faini-- 
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If,  cotiia  joyfully  fay,  “  Although  my 
•  lioufc  I'l’  not  fo  with  Ooil,  yet  he  hath 
‘  ma(!t*  with  me  an  tverUlling  covenant, 

‘  Compare  togctlier  a  Tceptical 

philoibplier  and  a  feriptare  faint  in  dy- 
in-,  Htid  iVc  the  abjed  meannefs  into 
which  the  one  finks— the  grandeur,  in 
hope  of  cverlalling  glory,  to  which  the 
iiiher  lifts. — Jncoby  in  bleffing  and  ta¬ 
king  leave  of  the  tribes  on  his  death-bed, 
is  divinely  compofed  with  the  hope  of 
“  (Jotl’s  falvation.'’— launches 
forth  fearlefs  into  the  dark  vale,  alfured- 
Iv  liclieving  that  Ood  would  be  his  guide 
to  glory.— How'  truly  magnanimous  is 
P.'ul  in  facing  death,  greatly  triumphing 
in  h('pc  of  a  never-fading  crown  of  righ- 
ttoiifmfs  ?  Where  now  is  the  wife  man? 

“  Where  the  philofophic  difputerof  this 
wfvrid,”  who  denies  revelation  and  im- 
moit.diiy?  Can  he  compare,  for  true 
gre.itnols,  with  the  meaneft  Chriftian 
Jyitig  in  faith  P  O  heaven  !  what  a  dark, 
melancholy  fceiie  muit  this  world  be  ? 
how  joylcfs  the  fhort  life  of  man  in  it, 
Ind  he  not  Ood  to  truft  in,  no  immor¬ 
tal  life  to  hope  for,  no  principle  to  be 
guided  aud  fupported  by,  but  “  let  us 
‘  c  it  and  driwk,  for  to-morrow  we  die.*' 
Siippofe  the  proofs  of  revelation  were 
(loiil)ifiil,  and  n</t  fo  fatisfadlory  as  they 
arc,  is  it  not  more  for  the  good  of  the 
Wdihl,  more  for  the  honour,  ter  the 
ccnd(.;  t,  and  happinefs  of  mankind,  to 
admit,  th.in  to  cpitflion  its  truth  ?  The 
ci’vas  of  true  faith  in  feripture  dignify 
.'u.d  c::a!t  human  nature  in  life  and  in 
(i<ath.  What  fo  powerful  to  infincnce 
ti  e  practice  of  virtue,  to  fupport  under 
the  evils  of  life,  and  in  the  laft  conflict 
wall  death,  as  are  the  comforjs  of  the 
pol;xl?  V  hilofophers  will  tell  us,  that  to 
li  e  prat^icc  of  virtue,  another  motive  is 
ntetllViry  tiian  the  attraction  of  its  own 
l  eaiity.  And  where  is  its  beauty  dif- 
played  to  fucli  pcrfeClion  as  in  feripture? 
liut,  I'fhdes  the  beauty  of  virtue,  fuch 
iitgeneiatc  creatures  as  wr  are,  and  in 
inch  a  tempting  world  as  this,  do  need 
feu  her  lubtidiary  motives  of  divine  au¬ 
thority,  and  the  lively  hope  of  a  happy 
immortality,  to  hold  u<i  to  its  practice 
with  perfevering  fortitude. — !n  the  death 
ol  a  true  Chriftian,  divinely  fubmilfivc  tp 
the  wili  (,f  God,  and  amid  the  pains  of' 
diftblving  nature,  exulting  in  the  hope  of 
eternal  glory,  you  have  an  exalted  view 
ct  human  nature  ;  whereas  dark,  hopr- 
leT-  InHdelity  degrades  man  into  the- 
"  of  a  bead  that  pciifticth.** 


When  I  reflect  upon  that  grave  faying  of 
Jefui,  “  If  ye  believe  not  that  1  am  He, 

‘  yc  lhall  die  in  your  fins,**  I  cannot  but 
lament  the  death  of  an  Infldel. 

Good  God  !  to  what  a  pitch  of  incre¬ 
dulity  and  calloufncfs  do  carious  men, 
with  fruitlefs  labour^  from  a  vain  aft'ec- 
tation  of  fingularity,  work  themfclves  ? 
What  feripture  fays,  Ifa.  xlvii.  lo.  ap¬ 
plies  properly  to  fuch  men ;  “  Their 
‘  wifdom  and  their  knowledge  hath  per- 
‘  verted  them,  and  they  fay  in  their 
‘  hearts  (and  in  words  too),  we  arc,  and 
*  none  elfe  befides  us.** — But,  however 
much  they  value  themfclves  upon  their 
ingenious  fubtletics,  they  (hall  not  by 
them  prevail,  they  fliall  not  fucceed  in 
their  malevolent  defigns  againll  revela¬ 
tion  ;  nor  (liall  they,  by  their  impotent 
attempts  to  overthrow  it,  eftablifli  what 
they  moll  affcCl,  a  name  of  immortal  re¬ 
nown.  I’hey  arc  fure  to  be  vexed  with 
a  difappointment  of  their  hope  with  rc- 
fpeCl  to  both.  Their  profelytes  (hall  be' 
only  among  the  vain  and  vicious,  who, 
without  the  help  of  falfe  philofophy,  arc' 
of  themfclves  difpofed  to  get  free  of  the 
reftraints  of  religion,  and  for  liberty  to* 
live  at  large,  form  their  notion  ofvirtiic,' 
after  their  own  hearts.  Tlieir  elaborate 
theories,  by  which  they  gain  the  tempo-' 
rary  fame  of  genius  exerted,  are  of  fuch’ 
manifeftly  evil  tendency,  fo  inimical  to- 
Chriftianity,  and  to  men's  heft  interells,' 
that  they  can  never  go  down  with  the 
wife  and  virtuous,  but  mull  be  abjured 
by  them ;  and  fliall  therefore,  it  i» 
hoped,  meet  with  deferved  contempt' 
and  iiegleCl  from  our  princes,  our  no-- 
bles,  our  judges,  from  our  learned  gen¬ 
tlemen  of  every  order,  and  from  all  peo¬ 
ple  who  levcrc  God  and  love  mankind.

the  account  of  the  merchants  cftablilhed 
fii  this  capital.” 

SPAIN. 

MadriJf  March  9.  “  We  had,  for  a 
long  time  pad,  been  informed  of  an  illi¬ 
cit  trade  carried  on  by  the  Engiilb  in 
the  interior  parts  of  America,  by  means 
of  fmall  veflels,  which  failed  up  the  river 
Tampico,  lixty  or  feventy  leagues  up 
the  country.  The  bar  and  mouth  of 
the  Tampico  is  fituated  in  the  raidft  of 
the  gulph  of  Mexico,  about  eighty-three 
leagues  north  of  Vera  Cru2,  and 
about  the  fame  diftance  from  the  city  of 
Mexico.  On  advice  being  lately  recei¬ 
ved  of  the  entry  of  feven  Engliih  Ihips 
into  the  above  river,  our  viceroy  de¬ 
tached  a  company  of  dragoons  for  the 
place  of  their  rendetvous,  who  feized  all 
of  them,  with  their  papers  and  merchan¬ 
dizes,  and  'jOfOoo  hard  dollars,  which 
they  had  taken  on  board,  in  fpccie,  and 
took  off  their  rudders.  Wc  arc  afl'nred 
that,  in  the  five  years  in  which  this  illi¬ 
cit  trade  has  been  carried  on,  .265  Eng- 
lifli  veffels  have  entered  the  Tampico, 
which,  on  an  average,  have  carried 
away  eight  millions  of  piaftres  yearly. 
Our  court  has  given  orders  to  cut  off 
intirely,  and  for  cveri  this  fource  of 
ri^cs.”

f.  I,  and  the  Vi;)cr  of  ten  guns,  capt.  mark  of  grateful  refpedl,  and  every  fup* 
P'iee,  to  cnii/e  off  Delaware  Bay,  in  port  which  the  nature  of  his  affairs  re- 
orda  to  ictereept  them.  Vv'e  faffed  oa  <]ulrcd|  aud  which  it  was  iu  the  power 
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•f  parliament  to  bellow.  The  matter 
Uforc  their  lonllliipb,  the  earl  obferved, 
would  naturally  divide  the  arguments  of 
the  dchatc  (if  any  Ihould  arife)  into  two 
points  ; — the  tirft  objed  of  their  conO- 
deratitfii  would  be  the  dilchargc  of  the 
dcots  incurred  ;  and  the  fecoiul,  fuch  a 
iircclTary  provilion  as  might  prevent  the 
king  from  feeling  the  like  diflficultics  in 
Ikiturc.  With  regard  to  the  former  he 
l.t  lievtd  little  W’ould  be  offered  in  objec¬ 
tion  ;  evciy  man  knew  that  the  king’s 
debts  nuift  be  paid,  and  fo  glad  w’as  he 
to  ihew  his  loyalty  to  a  monarch,  who, 
as  he  had  declared,  excited  every  mark 
of  relpc^t,  that  even  had  it  been  likely 
that  the  debts  of  the  civil  lilt  had  been 
accumulated  in  a  manner  not  the  moft 
cunrirtent  with  that  oeconomy  which 
tome  of  the  public  might  look  for,  he 
Ihould  moft  readily  give  his  vote  for  the 
relief  of  his  prince  from  thofe  embarrafl- 
ments  he  mull  nereffarfly  labour  under 
from  fuch  an  accumulation  of  debts,  as 
the  exceedings  of  the  civil  lift  income 
appeared  to  be  from  the  papers  upon 
the  table,  and  from  his  majefty’s  meffage. 
The  earl  laid  that  he  had  no  doubt  the 
debts  were  unavoidably  incurred  by  fuch 
expences  as  were  ncceffary  to  fupport 
the  honour  of  the  crown  ;  he  took  a 
view  of  the  general  line  of  expcnccs  in¬ 
cumbent  on  a  crowned  head,  and  drew 
a  kind  of  comparifon  between  the  ftatc 
of  a  private  gentleman  and  a  prince, 
(hewing  that  it  would  be  mean  and  pal¬ 
try  for  the  latter  to  keep  a  narrow  ac¬ 
count  of  fliilliiigs  and  fixpcnces;  that 
his  bulinefs  was  ncccffarily  conducted 
on  a  more  large  and  liberal  fcale,^  and 
that  in  the  expenditure  of  the  civil  lift 
revenue,  there  would  unavoidably  be  a 
pfofufton  and  an  exceeding  in  fomc  ar¬ 
ticles.  The  carl  ftated  the  cafe  of  a  fa¬ 
ther  and  a  fon,  and  appealed  to  their 
lordflnps,  whether  it  would  not  be  much 
wifer,  and  more  plcafant,  for  a  father  to 
grant  his  fon  a  fettled  and  adequate  ef- 
tablilhmenk,  than  to  leave  him  harraffed 
by  an  incompetent  inuome,  and  then 
oblige  him  to  apply  repeatedly  for  fpeci- 
fic  fums  in  addition,  in  order  to  difeharge 
fuch  debts  as  he  had  unavoidably  incur¬ 
red.  After  fpcaking  ftrongly  on  both 
grounds,  and  arguing  to  prove  tl^  ne- 
celfrty  andrenfonablenefsof  his  majefty^s 
requefts,  the  carl  coiiclu4cd  with  the 
follow  irig  motion : 

“  That  an  humble  add  refs  Ik  pref'*ti- 
ted  to  hu  majefty,  to  return  bis  majtfty 
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the  thanks  of  this  hQufe  for  h?s  majefty'a 
moft  gracious  meffage,  by  which  lie  has 
been  pleafed  to  inform  this  houfe  of  the 
exceedings  of  the  expcnccs  of  his  maje- 
fty’s  houihold  and  civil  government,  be¬ 
yond  the  revenue  fettled  on  his  majefty 
for  defraying  the  fame ;  and  to  aiiure 
his  majefty  of  the  grateful  fenfc  thU 
hoitfe  entertains  of  his  majefty’s  welK 
founded  reliance  on  the  loyal  and 
.'dfe^ionate  attachment  of  this  houfe 
to  his  majefty’s  perfon  and  government ; 
and  that,  fully  convinced  of  the  tender 
and  difintercfted  attachment  which  hit 
majefty  has  (hewn  through  the  whole 
courfe  of  his  reign,  to  the  cafe  and  wel¬ 
fare  of  his  faithful  people,  this  houfe 
will  moft  readily  concur  in  enabling  hie 
majefty  to  difeharge  the  debts  which 
occaftoB  his  majefty’s  prefent  difhculties,, 
and  in  making  i'orne  farther  provilion  for 
the  better  fupport  of  his  majefty’s  houf* 
hold,  and  the  honour  and  dignity  of  the 
crown.” 

Lord  On/lonu  feconded  this  motion, 
and  agreed  with  the  noble  earl  on  th« 
propriety  of  the  boufe’s  complying  with 
the  king’s  reqiieft,  obferving  that  the 
king  had,  at  his  acceffion,  with  great  g<ii- 
nerofity  relinquiOicd  his  hereditary  re¬ 
venues,  for  a  clear  income  of  800,000 1. 
a-ycar,  thereby  benefiting  the  public  in 
a  very  coniiderable  fum.  That  had  his 
majelly  kept  thofe  revenues  he  would 
not  have  been  in  diftrels  at  ^his  time, 
and  that  after  the  6oo,oool.  now  alkrd 
were  granted,  the  public  would  ftill  re¬ 
main  in  poffdfion  of  a  very  large  advan¬ 
tage,  the  remainder  of  the  lurpluh  be¬ 
fore-mentioned.  .  HU  iordOiip  declared, 
that  parliament  were  more  indebted  to 
tlie  prefent  king  than  to  any  that  had 
ever  fat  upon  the  Englifti  throne  ;  that 
his  majefty  had  uniformly  fupported 
their  rights,,  and  had  given  proof  that 
he  confidcred  them  as  the  beft,  he  might 
almoft  add  tbe  only,  rights  of  his  peo¬ 
ple. 

The  Maranij  of  Rorkingham^  after  ex- 
preffing  his  loyalty  and  zeal  for  the  per¬ 
fon  of  his  fovereign,  faid  he  thought  he 
could  not  (hew- it  in  a  better  manner, 
than  by  pointing  out  his  true  inicrcft, 
and  not  concurring  in  fuch  mcafures  at 
were  contrary  thereto.  He  looked  upon 
complying  with  ihc  prefent  meffage  ia 
the  light  of  a  treacherous  gift,  which,  by 
incrMfing  the  power  and  influence  of  the 
minifters,  Would  enable  them  to  piirfue 
meafuret  detrimental  to  tbe  IdngU  true 
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Thf  Bnrl  of  Effingham  fpokc  to  vari¬ 
ous  matters  which  naturally  grew  out 
of  the  fiibje^,  but  declined  entering  into 
any  argument,  conlicfling .  that  he  was 
not  pcrfcAly  ma(\er  of  the  bulinefd,  hav¬ 
ing  not  paid  any  great  attention  to  the 
papers  before  the  houfe.  In  reply  to 
what  the  lafl  lord  had  faid  relative  to  tile 
cxpencc  of  fccrct  fcrvices,  he  remarked, 
that  it  did  not  appear  the  money  was 
well  laid  out,  for  no  proof  had  lately^ 
been  given  of  our  having  cither  the  ben 
or  the  eai  Heft  intelligence  from  foreign 
courts.  He  aifo  alked  what  was  meant 
by  the  article  called  prefints  ?  After 
foine  uhf'ervations  and  queftions,  the 
earl  declared  himfclf  adverfe  to  the  mo¬ 
tion  as  originally  propofed,  and  a  friend 
to  the  amendment. 

I'he  Earl  of  Suffolk  replied  to  lord 
KiTingham  and  the  marquis  of  Rocking¬ 
ham  ;  he  faid  it  was  rather  extraordi¬ 
nary’,  that  any  lord  fhould  declare  he 
was  not  matter  of  the  fubjedt  after  the 
houfe  had  fo  long  been  in  poflTeflion  of 
the  moft  ample  papers  ever  laid  before 
paiiiament  on  fuch  an  occahon.  The 
ready  concurrence  with  which  the  mea¬ 
sures  pnrfued  by  adminiftration  of  late 
\ears  had  been  honoured  by  parliament, 
was  not  owing  to  the  cfFed  of  the  undue 
iiinuenceof  the  crown,  as  the  marquis 
had  fuggefted,  but  that. a  majority  of 
Inch  members  in  each  houfe  as  might, 
ill  the  trueft  acceptation  of  the  words,  be 
terir.cd  the  moft  uninfluence<}  and  moft 
independent,  had  fupported  the  mca- 
fares,  from  a  con  vision  of  the  juft  ice, 
tlie  wifdom,  and  the  neceftity  of  them  ; 
and  at  the  fame  time,  from  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  unconftitutional,  the 
dangerous,  aru!  the  dcteftable  condu^  of 
uhat  is  commonly  called  the  oppqfiticn,—^ 
'I  he  carl  then  (hewed  that  iki  admini- 
ftration  of  late  years,  fettled  or  unfcttled, 
had  been  able  to  confine  the  outgoings 
•  'f  the  civil  lift  to  8oo,oool.  After  de¬ 
bating  upon  this  point  for  fome  tin>e, 
his  lordfhip  concluded  with  declaring, 
that  his  majefty  had  every  rcafon  to  ex¬ 
pert  from  parliament  a  ready  compH- 
mice  with  his  prefeot  tequeftv,  both  of 
which  were  perfe^ly  rcafouabic,  and 
juMified  f»y  obvious  ncceflity. 

The  Duke  of  Grafton  fupported  lord 
Rockingham’s  amendment,  and  pinned 
lord  Siift'olk  dowo  to  his  expreflioii,  that 
Uf)  adminiftration  of  late  years,  either 
or  imfettUd,  were  capable  of  re¬ 
ducing  the  civil  lift  expeaditure.  Hit 
VoL.

grace,  contended  it  was  owing  to  that 
very  circuniftance,  the  iinfettled  and 
fiuduating  Rate  of  adininiftrations,  and 
not  to  aigr  other  matter,  that  the  expen- 
ces  could  not  be  leCcoed*  After  a  long 
argument  a'gainft  the  motion ^  the  duke 
Gnifhed  his  fpeetdt  with  alferting,  that 
out  of  refpedt  to  the  noble  marquis,  he 
would  noLthen  move  the  previous  qoef- 
tion,  but  that  if  the  ameridment  propo¬ 
fed  by  the  marquis  was  not  carried,  he 
would  move  it  p  and  he  pledged  himfelf 
to  the  houfe,  that  if  a  confideration  of 
the  oivil  lift  expences  was  referred  to  a 
committee,  he  would  convince  them  of 
the  fealibility  of  retrenching  the  expen¬ 
diture,  would  give' them  everj  affi^aneei 
and  prove  beyond  contradiCtioo»  that 
8oo,oool.  was  a  revenue  more  thah  fuf- 
ficient  for  the  purpofe  of  affording  every  . 
convenience  and  comfort  to  the  king, 
and  at  the  fame  time  fupporting,  in  the 
fulleft  fplendoirr,  the  dignity  of  his 
crown. 

Lord  Talbot  next  entered  into  a  detail 
of  the  alterations  made  by  him  in  his 
department  on  the  accelfton  of  the  pre- 
font  king,  gave  an  account  of  their  ef- 
and  faid  that,  notwjthftanding  M[ 
poibble  care  and  ceconomy  on  bis  part# 
the  revenue  was  at  leaft  26,oooU  per  an¬ 
num  fbort  of  the  ex(H:^ces  incurnrd  un¬ 
der  his  eye  and  management.  HJl  lord¬ 
fhip  deferibed  the  king  as  in  a  dtftrefsfui 
fituation,  and  painteef  the  plight  of  his 
fervants  and  tradefmen  as  a  picture  that 
miift  excite  com paiTi on. 

The  Marquis. oi  Rtkingbam  rofe  in 
confequence  of  the  epithets  beftowed  on 
oppofition  ^  lord  9u0blk,  and  men¬ 
tioned  the  affair  of  Dignam  with  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  acrimony  ana  contempt.  The 
marquis  alfo  introduced  the  plot  preten¬ 
ded  to  have  been  projedled  by  Sayre, 
and  was  fevere  on  the  minittry  fqr  their

Lord  Sufftlk  explained  himfelf,  and  re¬

The  evidence  proved  that  the  note 
was  forged  ;  that  it  was  paid  away  by 
Madam  Thomas  for  goods ;  but,  though 
there  was  a  llrong  prefumption,  yet 
there  was  no  direct  proof- that  it  waa 
forged  by  Madam.  Thomas.  She  wat 
then  called  upon  for  her  defence,  but 
Ihe  only  generally  denied  the  forger)". 
It  appeared  that  notes  of  that  kind  had 
often  paired  between  Madam  Thomas 
and  the  rev.  Mr  Tuttc,  with  whom  Ihc 
had  a  connexion. 

The  judge  fummed  up  the  evidence, 
obferving  that,  if  the  jury  did  not  think 
her  guilty  of  the  forgery,  they  might

Baron  Eyre  commended  the  recommen¬ 
dation  ;  faid  he  thought  her  a  fit  objedt 
of  mercy ;  and,  from  all  circumftances, 
would  forward  their  humane  requeft.
